Accidents to Trains Which Cost 



NINETEEN PERSONS INJURED. 

Train Plunges into a Gorge 
Through Which Rushed a 
Raging Torrent. 

CONDUCTOR'S AW. UL BLUNDER 



Kansas City, Juno 28 — The St. 
Louis express on the Wabash railway, 
which left here nt ft .10 Satnrduy even- 
ing, plunged through a trestle nt Mis- 
souri City, Mo., at 7 :05 o'clock, carry- 
ing down tho entire train with the ex- 
ception of the rear car, a Pullman. Tho 
gorge, which a few hour* previously

Conductor Copeland was supposed to 
be dead when taken from the wreck 
and his body, with a handkerchief 
down over the fuce, wo* ranged in a 
row with the seven dead corpses. A 
few minutes later somo one observed a 
sign of life and he was quickly trans- 
ferred to a stretcher and given every 
possible attention. 

All indications are that death . nine to 
at least four of the live Unfortunate 
mail clerks ulmost instantly. Their car 
pitched end first through tho break in 
tho trestle and they must have been 
drowned in the raging stream 



of the four 
wreck and wl. . 
tanee .(own the stream. There weir 
sign* of life in the body of the liftli 
mail clerk, when rescuers dragged him 
from tho wreck, but he died a few min- 
ute* later ou the bank of the creok. 

It was feared there were more bodies 
in tho streum, but a careful search 
proved that the fatalities were limited 
to those already named. There is now 
but a small stream flowing beneath the 
trestle where the wreck occurred. In 
ordinary weather it ia a dry creek bed. 
The storm of Saturday night, which 
was almost a cloudburt, had swollen 
tho little stream to torrential propor- 
tions. The flood carried away a wagon 
bridge a short distance above the Wa- 
bash trestle. The wreck of this bridge 
was buried down uixin the railroad 
treatlo and curried away a row of wooll- 
en supports in the center. 

A neighboring farmer noticed the 
perilous condition of the trestle and re- 
solved to flag the passenger train which 
he knew to be about due. For nearly 
an hour he stood there in the territlo 
downpour of rain, only to fail at last in 
his good intention* for when the Wa- 
bash company's New York fast mail 
came thundering ou, the storm was al- 
bliniling

Now that tbo eeld light of science 
has thrown lta ray npon the most, re

But in the Klixabethan ago— an age 
when the dodo had but recently been 
discovered — these, and many other 
mythical creatures were, if not, living, 
at all events actual realities to the ordi- 
nary public, and a> snch were referred 
to iu the works ct the great dramatist 
and other contemporary writers.

Iu an- 
other room tho fumes of sulphurcted 
hydrogen and ammonia were developed, 
uud the smell— which no words can ex- 
press — was destroyed iu half a raiuuto 
by the uso of DO grams of coffee. As 
a proof that the noxious smells are real- 
ly decomposed and not merely overpow- 
ered by the fumes of coffee, it is stated 
that tho first vapors of tho coffee aronot 
Biucllcel ut all und are thereforo chem- 
ically nhsorticd, while tbe other smells 
gradually diminish ns the fumigation 
continue s. The merest "pinch" of coffco

In an- 
other room tbo fumea of sulphurated 
hydrogen aud ammonia were dovclopcd, 
and the smell — which no word! can ex- 
press— wub destroyed iu half a minuto 
by the use of U0 grams of coffee. As 
a proof that the noxious smells are real- 
ly decomposed and not merely overpow- 
ered by the fumes of coffoe, it is stated 
that tlio first vapors of tho coffeo aro not 
smelled at all uud are tbcreforo chem- 
ically absorbed, while tbo other smells 
gradually diminish ns the fumigation 
continues. The merest "pinch" of coffeo 
is usuully sufficient to cleanse a sick- 
room, even in aggravated cases. The 
best way to employ it is to freshly 
pound the coffee in a mortar, if no mill 
is ut band, and sprinkle it on a rcdhot 
iron snrfuce.— New York ticdgcr.

Profesiior Joseph Le Coute recently 
( ad a papi r before the Geological Ho- 
icty of America, from which wo learn 
bat there are two primary uud permu- 
iiut kinds of movements of the earth's 
rust— namely, those which cauBO cou- 



and thoso which by interior 
determine lnountaius of folded struc- 
ture These two aro determined, tho 
one by r ii.in.il rudiul contraction, the 
other by unequal concentric contraction 
— that is, contraction of tho interior 
nunc than tbo exterior. Thero are also 
two sccoudury kinds of movement 
which modify tbo effects of tho other 
two and confuse onr understanding of 
Ibcm. These are, first, oscillatory move- 
ments, alfi cling huge ureas, and isos- 
tntio movement!, or gravitative read- 
justments, by eroiion aud sedimeutu- 
tion. Iu the minds of some writers os- 
cillatory movements huve masked aud 
obscured the effects of continent and 
ocean basin muking, aud isostasy has 
concealed the effects uud prevented tho 
proper internretutiou of all tho others. 
It is believed thut to make secure prog- 
ress wiinuei keep these, several kinds 
of movements distinct iu 
Sun Fraujisco Chronicle.

Cyrns O. Thornton, a farmer living n 
few miles oat of Bolivar, has an odd 
watch chain.
